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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organic centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—ceame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porehb, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the hnmanity of the 8ixth great root-race. 

The place of each ztone is determined by the law of gselection, and the 
same law determines the different Degrees and Orders whieh lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square, 

The development of outer eonditions, planes and pers8onalities must keep 
pace with and eorrespond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his term 
of gerviee, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is ** recognized”? 
by the Master Builder, and raized to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Master, until his apprenticeship is 
completed, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of whieh belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a eertain Degree of Coamice Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by eertain 
ehelas or diseciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has eauszed the 
great advance in scientifie, philosophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of al! 8uch endeavor in one 8stupendous living organie 
whole. |

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ening ot the surrounding tissue of these centers through d1suse or 
m1Suse 18 what canses the gradual weakening ot the mental powers 
in ol age. Occaslonally you see an elderly man or woman -whose 
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nterest 11 the aftairs ot hte 1s as keen at eighty vears ot age as at 
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tnirty. 1t you are able to acquaint yoursett with the details of 
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the events of such a life you will probably learn that a super-normal 


curios!tv about phenomena of every kind was the most notable char- 
acteristic of the person, a curioſity which 1mpelled the most active 
nterest 1m evervthing connected with the object of curiosity. When 
a Subject of interest 1s introduced in the hearing of snuch an one the 
vital point of the suhject is serzed upon at once, and no pains are 
pared to hunt that point to its last hiding place. Tf, for instance, 
the suhject is the motive power of aeronautics, every possible clue 
leading up to the discovery and the nature and use of that power 
will be followed to its end. In a person of this character the par- 
ticular hrain centers of the class I have mentioned function the 
motive power of invention and execution, and the interest is 
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mcreased by every point established until there is a strong current 
ot force set up hetween the tatwic centers and the chakras. This 
mcrease m vibration brings an increase of hlood to the correspond- 
ng plexuses. consequently better nourishment. 

\s an 1llustration, take a person engaged in any line of mental 
or phy=ical activity, one whose whole mind for many hours inthe day 
1's Concentrated on that one lhne of endeavor, and who has little or no 
nterest im _ life ontside of that hne. The brain centers most active 
In promoting that line hecome overcdeveloped. The connecting lines 
between that one center and other centers ass0ctated with other 
lines of hte mmterest are gradually either wholly or partially atro- 
phied and hte holds no real interest for that person outside that one 
Ine as advancing age creeps upon him and his power of concen- 
tration on the one lhne decreases. If mterest seems to he dying 
out 11 the normal affairs of hte, and one would avoid snuch a fate as 
1s last pictured, he has no alternative but to make a practice of 
clehberately serzing upon some point of every subject which would 
naturally interest him 1t he were in a normal condition, and force his 
interest to the point nature mtended. By persastently following this 
rule he will gradually awaken new hte in these connecting hnes by a 
purely natural process. 

These super-sensitive centers, *tatwic centers as they are termed 
orientalists, —the undeveloped or unnsed centers referred to 
are the first centers to develop in the head of the foetus. In

and through these centers come and go the 1impulses from the uni- 
versal tatwas—the seven principles—oft hte. 

The <even master chakras of the brain control the senses of 
man and are dependent upon the flow of the seven hie currents 
through the tatwic centers. \Vhen an impulse from a cosmic tatwic 
force impinges upon a corresponding tatwic center in the human 
hrain, that center 1s set jm rapid vibration and the energy aroused 
is then communicated to the corresponding sense chakra, thence to 
the corresponding plexus and to the organ of sense by means of the 
motor and sensorv nerves which control the action of the nerves 
and mnscles. \WVhen man fails to recognize and makes no use of 
the cocmic tatwic forces as they impinge upon the tatwic centers 
of the brain, those centers lose elasticity and power of response and 
finally atrophy or become in'some instances completely paralyzed. 
In s1ch an instance the organ or part of the body which is under 
the control of the corresponding sense chakra, will gradually begin 


to be affected. If it is the chakra which controls hearing the ind1- 
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vidual will begin to lose his power of hearing. The principle of 
Buddhi-Manas has been partially inhihited from _ action in that 
instance. 

By studving the principles and their relation to the various hram 
centers vou will tind all these correspondences. 

[t is the vital interest,—the curiwity in relation to any thing or 
s1bject which a life impulse has awakened in any tatwic center 
which increases*the activity of the chakra in which has heen aroused 
an increase of vibration by the tatwic force. This. interest or curios- 
ity will bring a steady flow of the tatwic force to the corresponding 
chakra until that interest or curiosity 1s satisfied. If constant effort 
is made to $0 satisfy interest in phenomena, and an increase ot hlood 
and therefore of life force flows steadily to the portion of the brain 
occupied by the tatwic center and the chakra in question, the mental 
and phvsical development will be rapid. 

The normally imtelhigent man 1s interested in and curious about 
every unfamiliar objective or thought condition which presents 1tselt 
and strives to learn the causes and consequences of the same. The 
purely selt indulgent. indolent man gradually loses interest 1n all 
that does not add to the zratihcation of the organs of sense. Fe has 
little, if any, curiositv about Nature s great secrets, theretore neg- 
lects development ot these tatwic centers which control the master 
chakras. which in turn make possthle the higher development of hraimn 
and body : consequentlv he ages more quickly than the first men- 


tioned man.

The AMaster I. has avoruded the use of the terms usec| Dy the 
orientals to express different features of universal hte, whenever 
and wherever it was possthle to give an English equivalent. But as 
there are no exact English equivalents for some terms, we will he 
obliged to make ue of <ome of the Sanscrit terms in enlarging upon 
4 recent instruction (1 undeveloped or unused centers of the brain. 

The <even maxter chakras and the corresponding number of 
Seven tatwas are not observable by the microscope or bv any other 
means on the material plane, yet they are the building and controlling 
factors of all the organs of sense and of the various plexuses which 
control nervous and muscular action. They are seven in number 
and have seven centers of activity on the seven planes of conscious- 
ness as (0 all other features of life. 
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The seven master chakras are the hr<t to receive the inpulses 
rom the hte principles and are located in the <even cavities of the 
brain. These cavities appear to be empty to the physiologist, but 
the occultist whose interior s1ght is open may perceive them all 
puiating with color during hfe. The color is more pronounced in 
each according to the strength and increaxe of the sensation aronsed.

monly termed motion, sound, heat. light, electricity, coheson, electric
